boys a send-off, 2 

Although it was well on in the day 
when arrangements {for this farewell 
were started, su heartily did our peo- 
ple enter into the spirit of the oc- 
cassion that the affair from start to

The formal send-off was arranged 
to take place on the school grounds 
and by 5.30 the hour set o start fully 
1,000 men, women and children had 


gathered to show their loyalty to the 


Empire and reapect for the young 
men who were going forth to battle. 

At the time appointed Ed L, Stone, 
who acted as chairman, called the 


gathering to order, and after ex-

The band started off the program 
by playing “The Maple Leaf for 
Byer” once through, after which all 
joined and heartily sang two verses 
of this Canadian song.
